COUNCIL bosses have ignored the 
heartfelt plea of more than 3,000 
people to build a memorial for 
artist Tony Hart in his home town. 

Yourmaidstone exclusively reported last 
week that more than 150 people had joined a 
group titled Maidstone Would like a Statue or 
Memorial of Maidstonian Tony Hart on the 
networking site Facebook, just days after the 
artist’s death. 

Our story was then picked up by national 
and other local newspapers and TV stations. 

The popular online group, which suggests a 
statue or memorial for Hart could be included 
and funded as part of Maidstone council’s plan 
to improve the high street, yesterday had 
3,040 members and was increasing every hour. 

The group is urging people to put forward 
their ideas to council chiefs and spread the 
word to their friends. Comments posted on the 
site show a statue of Hart’s clay creation 
Morph is the most popular idea. 

But despite the overwhelming response to 
the group the council says it has no intention 
of building a memorial for the much-loved 
artist, who was treasured by a generation of 
children that grew up watching TV shows 
Vision On and Take Hart. 

A council spokeswoman said: “We don’t have 
any plans to commission a statue of Tony Hart 
or Morph.”

SUPERBUG scandal boss 
Rose Gibb was embroiled in 
a High Court battle this 
week against her former 
employer trying to get her 
hands on a £250,000 pay¬ 
out. 

She was at the helm of Maidstone 
and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust dur¬ 
ing two outbreaks of Clostridium diffi¬ 
cile which led to the death of at least 
90 patients. 

Ms Gibb resigned days before a 
damning Healthcare Commission 
report was published revealing poor 
hygiene, infection control methods 
and ineffective leadership led to 1,176 
patients developing the bug between 
2004 and 2006 at Maidstone, 
Tunbridge Wells and Pembury hospi¬ 
tals. 

In October 2007 she was placed on 
immediate ‘gardening leave’. 

Court papers show when Ms Gibb 
learnt she was being forced out from 
her job she originally aimed for a sev¬ 
erance package of £300,000, which 
was then reduced to £250,000. 

Pay out 

At the time of the scandal, Health 
Secretary Alan Johnson stopped the 
trust giving Ms Gibb a six-figure pay¬ 
out, instead she received £75,000 - 
half of her salary as chief executive. 

She is now claiming the trust 
breached their contract by not paying 
the full £250,000, and that if she had 
known she would not receive the full 
payment she would not have left. 

The trust argues to pay her the full 
compensation would be “irrational 
and generous in the circumstances”. 

The High Court case began on 
Monday and Ms Gibb gave evidence 
yesterday. 

Her barrister Oliver Segal told the 
London court that the trust originally 
supported Ms Gibb as the official

investigation was launched into the 
superbug scandal but was then pres¬ 
surised to consider either terminating 
her employment or moving her to 
another post. 

He told the court after the trust car¬ 
ried out its own independent report 
into the commission’s findings, it 
decided it would be “best to encourage 
or, if necessaiy to force Ms Gibb to step 
down” before the damning report was 
released. 

The trust’s counsel Jane McNeill 
said: “The case was significant for the 
public generally, as well as for the 
trust.” 

Ms Gibb has said she intends to 
“fight and fight hard” for her payout 
after her former employer’s decision to 
force her out of the trust. 

The case was expected to conclude 
later today.

DETECTIVES hunting the killers 
of Danny King made an appeal on 
BBC’s Crimewatch TV show last 
night in a bid for fresh leads. 

Detective Chief Inspector John Bumpus 
spoke live on the show about the ongoing 
investigation into the death of the 51-year-old 
father, who was shot four times at his 
Maidstone home on the evening of Friday, 
October 17, last year. 

The show, which was aired at 9pm, featured 
CCTV footage officers have released to the 
public for the first time, featuring who they 
believe are Mr King’s killers. 

The footage showed two people running 
out of Medina Road, where Mr King lived, 
and getting into a car parked on New Road 
in Ditton. 

Peugeot's 

At the time of Mr King’s murder his wife, son 
and grandchildren were asleep in nearby rooms. 

The car shown in the CCTV, which arrived 
25 minutes before Mr King was murdered, has 
been identified as a Peugeot 207cc coupe. 

Around the time of Mr King’s murder, two 
Peugeots were stolen. One, in Lambeth, 
registration number LC08 CWO, was found 
burnt out in Croydon exactly 24 hours after Mr 
King’s murder. 

The second was stolen from the Dartford 
area in the weeks before Mr King was killed, 
registration LV08 ETF. 

This vehicle has never been found and offi¬ 
cers would like to hear from anyone who may 


have information as to its whereabouts. It is 
possible the car may have been used with 
cloned number plates. 

DC I Bumpus told Yourmaidstone before 
going on Crimewatch: “The footage shows two 
figures running towards the car, one of them 
goes in the direction of the passenger seat and 
the other towards the driver’s side. It is not 
clear what they are wearing. 

“In my view I believe these two people are 
involved in the shooting of Danny.” 

He added: “It is imperative if someone is sitting 
at home watching who may have information 
that they think we may already know to ring us. 


“I am hoping when people see the CCTV 
footage it will jog someone’s memory. There is 
someone out there who knows something and 
we need their help to have justice.” 

It has also been revealed this is not the first 
time Mr King and his family have been the 
victim of an attack. 

In November 2006 a gunshot was fired 
into the lounge windows at Mr King’s home. 
The incident has now been reopened for 
officers to investigate if the two shootings 
are related.

From all 
accounts he was a true gentleman.” 

Lin Banks, from Maidstone, wrote: 
“A lifesize replica of Morph would be 
a wonderfully fitting tribute and if 
the riverfront in Maidstone is to be 
revamped it would be an ideal place 
to put such a fun piece of art. Let’s 
hope the council takes notice of this 
campaign.” 

Barbara Neil-Bottle posted: 
“Maidstone doesn’t often affect the 
rest of the country in a positive way, 
it’s usually things like all the negative 
press, courtesy of Maidstone Hospital, 
that are brought to people’s attention. 

“Let’s redress the balance and cele¬ 
brate Tony Hart with a fitting tribute. 
I like the idea of a statue of Morph or 
at least featuring Morph in some way. 

Mr Hart, who died peacefully at his 
Surrey home aged 83 on January 18, 
was bom in Hastings Road, Maidstone, 
on October 15, 1925, and attended St 
Margaret’s Pre-Prep School. 

He served as an officer with the 1st 
Gurkha Rifles in World War Two 
before studying art at Maidstone 
College of Art - now the University for 
Creative Arts - graduating in 1950 
and starting his 50-year TV career. 


A WOMAN who killed her cheating 
husband with an axe is fighting a 
decision to strike her off the nurses’ 
register. 

Wadanahalugeder Chandrasekera, 
61, from Bearsted, killed her husband 
Sarath by striking him 11 times with 
the weapon in October 2005, after she 
discovered he was the father of her 
niece’s child. 

She took the axe from her kitchen 
and lay in wait for him by his 
car when he came to see their 
children after moving out of the 
family home. 

Mrs Chandrasekera, who is origi¬ 
nally from Sri Lanka, admitted 
manslaughter on the grounds of 
diminished responsibility in 
January 2006, and was given a 
three-year community order. 

She was released after serving ten 
months in prison on remand, after 
it was revealed she had suffered 
years of emotional abuse from her 
husband during a court hearing. 

In December 2007, Mrs 


Chandrasekera was told by the 
Nursing and Midwifery Council she 
could not practice in the UK for at 
least five years. 

She challenged the nursing coun¬ 
cil conduct committee’s decision to 
strike her off the register at 
London’s High Court on Friday, 
claiming it made it “fundamentally 
incompatible” for her to continue 
nursing. 

Mrs Chandrasekera’s representa¬ 
tive John de Bono said her case was 
exceptional and the disciplinary 
body should have handed down a 
lesser penalty and taken into 
account her depressed mental state 
and suffering at the time of the 
killing. 

Lawyers for the nursing council 
maintained that striking off was 
necessary “to maintain public confi¬ 
dence in the nursing profession”. 

Deputy High Court judge 
Christopher Symons QC said he 
would give his decision at a later 
date.

Setting the record straight 

LAST week Yourmaidstone reported that 
computer company Education Sense had 
donated three laptops to a school in Loose 
that had lost equipment in a burglary.

MIDWIVES in Kent have devel¬ 
oped a tool that has seen caesarean 
section rates drop by up to five per 
cent. 

Concerns have been raised that caesarean 
rates, which have doubled in ten years, are too 
high and the NHS has been working to ensure 
more women have natural births. 

Sarah Gregson, a consultant midwife for 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust, 
entered her team into the Royal College of 
Midwives (RCM) annual awards in the inno¬ 
vation category after they developed the mid¬ 
wifery practice audit. 

She said the tool was placed in the top three 
during the awards ceremony, held at the Royal 
Garden Hotel in London, out of entries from 
across the UK. 

The audit tool, which was devised in 2003 by 
senior midwives led by Hilary Thomas at 
Pembury Hospital, was used again during 
2007-08. It is now also being used at 
Maidstone Hospital. 

Mrs Gregson said: “C-section rates have dou¬ 
bled across the UK, but we have not been sav¬ 
ing any more mothers or babies because of it. 

“It is a big public health issue. Maternity 
services are looking at how we can increase 
normal births because there are a lot of health 
benefits for mother and child.” 

The tool works by getting the midwife who is

caring for a woman in labour to fill in a form 
every hour noting information such as 
changes of position and keeping the woman 
upright, encouraging different support strate¬ 
gies, such as using water. 

The results of the original audit were lost 
and when Mrs Gregson joined the trust in 
2006 in a new role to promote normal births, it 
was agreed the audit would be run again at 
the Pembury maternity unit, which deals with 
2,500 births a year. 

Research shows that women who give birth 
normally are more likely to breast feed, which 
is considered to be best nutritionally for the 
newborn and to build up natural defences. 

During the second trial of the audit, caesare¬ 
an rates dropped by two per cent overall from 
26 per cent of births in 2007 to 23.4 per cent in 
2008. 

Mrs Gregson said that among first-time 
mums going into labour naturally, the team 
saw the best results, with a five per cent fall in 
C-sections. 

She said that while C-sections were impor¬ 
tant for women experiencing serious complica¬ 
tions in labour or with medical conditions, 
many were being carried out unnecessarily. 

Nationally, 24 per cent of births are C-sec- 
tions. The World Health Organisation’s target 
is for no more than 10 to 15 per cent.

But 287 miles away at his county town

Mr Farrer, who also won eight amateur 
international caps for England, told the 
Northern Echo newspaper: “We are not upset, 
but we did think it was a bit of a joke at first. 

“Whoever it was who told people I had died 
obviously contacted the club and they decided 
to go the whole hog by arranging the silence. 
I’m moved that they went to such trouble. 

Gladys, 87, said: “We are very sorry people 
have had all this hassle.” 

The club realised their mistake when chair¬ 
man Terry Jackson rang Mrs Farrer to offer 
his condolences, only to be told her husband 
had just popped out to get a paper. 


A baffled Mrs Farrer told the chairman that 
if he cared to hang on for a minute he could 
tell Mr Farrer himself, as he would soon be 
back from the shops. 

Mr Farrer played for Bishop Auckland, who 
are now in the Northern League Division 
One, between 1945 and 1953, when the side 
were regarded as the best amateur team of 
their generation. 

Mr Jackson said: “It is the first and, hope¬ 
fully, the last time something like this hap¬ 
pens. It was done with the best intentions. 

“When anyone involved with the club pass¬ 
es away we make sure there is some kind of 
remembrance. The news came via Bishop 
Auckland Social Club. We were victims of our 
own efficiency. But we are glad Tommy is still 
with us and hope he remains in good health 
for many years.”

Tell us about yourself. 


A I’m 45, happily married with four children 
and support Partick Thistle and Chelsea 
football clubs. I entered the world of journalism, 
which had always been my ambition, in 1988.

Can you tell us about your career in journalism? 


I’m a former editor of The Scotsman. I began 
Imy career on BBC Radio 4’s Today 
Programme for which I produced, edited and 
reported from the UK and abroad. I covered the 
Romanian Revolution and the First Gulf War for 
BBC Radio and reported on the liberation of 
Kosovo and the fall of Slobodan Milosevic for the 
Scotsman. I was the BBC’s Washington produc¬ 
er during the first year of the Clinton presiden¬ 
cy and returned to the UK to become a senior 
member of the team that designed and 
launched BBC Radio Five Live. I won two Sony 
Radio Awards for news broadcasting and I write 
about topics including politics, media and motor¬ 
cycling for publications including the Guardian, 
Independent, Times, Toronto Globe and Mail, 
Los Angeles Times and The New Republic.

How different is journalism now to 'traditional'journalism? 


I think the best journalism available today is 
better than anything before, however it is 
submerged in a sea of dross. There are thou¬ 
sands of blogs and magazines available now but 


not enough investigative and analytical journal¬ 
ism. We need more, better trained journalists. 

Q How strong is the journalism course offered by the 
University of Kent? 

A The National Council for the Training of 
Journalists says our course ‘sets the bench¬ 
mark for others to follow’ and we feel it’s one of 
the best in Britain if not the world. We’re not 
being arrogant, none of the lecturers would have 
given up working in real newsrooms for a sec¬ 
ond-rate course. We believe we are producing 
high standards of training and the number and 
quality of applications we receive from across 
the globe is testament to that. Next year’s intake 
includes candidates from as far as Hong Kong 
and as close as Medway and that’s what we 
want. A great newsroom is made up of different 
people from different backgrounds coming 
together and learning from each other.

What skills are needed to become a good journalist? 


Q 


What are the main misconceptions of journalists? 

The worst public misconception is that jour¬ 
nalists are trouble makers who report trivia. 


Journalism at its best is a vital service to democ¬ 
racy which enables readers to make independ¬ 
ent choices and hold power to account. 

Q How do you foresee the world of journalism changing in 
the next ten years? 

A The digital world offers huge possibilities. We 
teach students online, video and text journal¬ 
ism. The main challenge to the industry is how 
to pay for good journalism across these digital 
formats. Websites cannot afford to pay for good 
foreign correspondents or investigative journal¬ 
ists, whereas traditional newspapers can. When 
the digital world is able to find an economic 
model for this I think the industry will change.

What do you think makes a good story? 


A A first-rate mind to investigate and analyse, 
a healthy disregard for authority and a com¬ 
plete commitment to democracy and the free¬ 
dom of information. Journalists also have to be 
entertaining and have a sense of humour. 


A A good stoiy is often something which people 
do not expect, did not know was going to hap¬ 
pen or something really important. ‘Man bites 
dog 5 is much better than ‘dog bites man’. At the 
same time a story which is really important and 
something people do not expect, for example 
someone in a position of authority betraying the 
public trust. Journalists need to find out what 
other people do not want other people to know.

MIND BLOWING: Jon Coates takes to the sky in a truly unforgettable experience flying a helicopter

WE HAVE found the ultimate 
present for your Valentine - a heli¬ 
copter lesson. 

Kent is lucky enough to have one of the best 
helicopter pilot training schools in the UK. 

AV8 Helicopters, at Rochester Airport, offers 
introductory flying lessons so you can experi¬ 
ence the thrill of taking control of a helicopter. 

So if you’re looking to sweep your Valentine 
off their feet, this could be the answer. I went 
along to Rochester Airport this week for a 30- 
minute introductory flight to find out more. 

Experiencing a mix of excitement and trepi¬ 
dation, I was introduced to my instructor 
Richard Cooke, 61, and immediately relieved 
to find myself in safe hands. 

He introduced me to the Robinson R22 heli¬ 
copter we would be going up in and I was 
stunned by how small it was. 

This is the most popular aircraft for training 
pilots as it is very light and therefore sensitive 
to the touch. 

Richard first explained the three flying con¬ 
trols - the cyclic stick used to speed up, slow 
down and go left or right, the collective lever 
used to make the craft rise or fall and two foot 
pedals used to control the tail rotor. 

For the trial flight you only take control of 
the cyclic stick in flight, but it’s good to under¬ 
stand the basics before taking off. 

Richard stressed how sensitive the stick is 
and explained where we would be flying and 
that once we were levelled out and settled in to 
a cruise the controls would be passed to me. 

The Robinson R22 has a perspex canopy (the 


front windscreen) stretching down to near 
your feet, which gives an incredible view and 
makes you feel like you’re floating on air. 

It was an amazing feeling just lifting off with 
the whole of Medway stretching in front of me 
as we headed towards Leeds Castle. Then 
after just a few minutes I gripped the control 
stick and was flying. 

Despite the safety warnings I immediately 
sent us veering off to the right. But Richard 
soon corrected me and I managed to keep a 
straight course, which is the aim of the intro¬ 
ductory lesson. As I relaxed and my confidence 
grew I was able to look around and take in the 
stunning views, having been blessed with 
clear blue skies on a rare sunny winter day. 


The feeling of keeping it straight and level, 
and speeding up to make small alterations in 
direction to the left or right was brilliant. 

AV8 run 20-minute introductory flights for 
£130 plus VAT, 30-minute flights for £147.50 
plus VAT and hour flights for £255 plus VAT, 
which are perfect gifts or birthday presents. 

After the trial flight if you’re as hooked as 
me then you need a minimum of 45 hours of 
lessons to get your private pilot’s licence, at a 
cost of £255 plus VAT per hour. 

They also offer flights in executive helicop¬ 
ters over London and Hellfire Comer in Kent 
for £150 per person plus VAT.

TROUBLESOME teenagers are being 
invited to clean up their act by attending a 
modem-day version of a finishing school. 

Shy youngsters and those with low self¬ 
esteem have also taken part in the Brand 
You Experience, which aims to help school 
leavers prepare for working life through a 
series of motivational workshops.

Each session mns from 9.30am 
until 3.30pm daily, and Mr Martin is 
encouraging potential employers to visit 
and offer their support to the youngsters. 

He said: “We have found from talking to 
young people and employers that they are 
often poles apart in what they expect from 
each other.”

Anglers unite to tackle 
'outrageous' EU scheme

EU PLANS to limit the amount of 
fish amateur anglers can catch 
will harm the shops and business¬ 
es that rely on the popular hobby 
say opponents. 

Boat charter companies, tackle shops and 
other businesses could suffer unless the 
European Union withdraws what many 
insiders believe is an unfair ruling for recre¬ 
ational fishermen in the UK. 

The plans are aimed at clamping down on 
Continental fishermen who use large nets to 
gather fish to feed their families. 

If the EU does not back down, skippers who 
take tourists on sea-angling trips off Kent’s 
coast and those who fish from piers will have 
to abide by the same quota rules as commer¬ 
cial fishermen throughout Europe. 

Kent Charter Fishing owner Dave Hancock 
said: “This could slaughter our business, but

we may have no choice but to deal with it. 

“It would make life very difficult and mean 
we would have to fish for different species 
and record every catch, which would be a big 
hassle. If you put our catches beside the 
amount caught by commercial fishermen, the 
numbers are insignificant. It doesn’t seem 
fair. We want things to stay the way they are.” 

Kent MEP Daniel Hannan, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the European Parliament’s committee 
on fisheries, said: “It’s outrageous that they 


are extending this policy to recreational 
anglers. When large-scale commercial fishing 
in places such as Margate dried up, people 
started taking tourists out on angling trips on 
boats instead. 

“For them to have to register their catch is 
preposterous. But I think there’s a reasonable 
chance of stopping this going through. I’m 
fairly confident we’ll be able to fix it.” 

About 1.4 million people enjoy sea fishing 
off Britain, creating about 20,000 jobs in the 
process.The newly-formed Angling Trust has 
promised to fight the new proposals all the 
way and is encouraging recreational fisher¬ 
men to contact their MEPs. 

Member Leon Roskilly said: “We would like 
the two sectors [commercial and recreational] 
to be regulated differently and more appro¬ 
priately, because if this goes through it will 
have a hell of an impact. 

'We’re having meetings with Defra and the 
European Anglers’ Alliance. There’s been a 
furore over this - whoever came up with this 
regulation can’t have imagined they would 
receive such a reaction.” 


A LEADING Kent police officer has voiced 
“frustration” over the force’s misreporting of 
serious violent crimes in the county. 

Kent Police were among 18 forces that had 
incorrectly counted the numbers of the most 
serious offences such as murder and grievous 
bodily harm (GBH) due to a change in Home 
Office guidance. 

The county constabulary was forced to sus¬ 
pend serious violent offences statistics from its 
crime figures for the third quarter of 2008. 

Acting Assistant Chief Constable Peter West 
said: “It is frustrating, in so much as when 
there are new crime recording and differences 
introduced and the guidance that goes with it, 
it takes a period of settling down. 

We have suspended our figures because of 
applying the wrong interpretation to the 
guidelines, but we will know the figures before 
the end of the financial year,” Mr West added. 

“Serious violent crime was 6.3 per cent of our 
total -1,277 out of20,204 - and when we have 
gone through every one with the most recent 
guidance, every indication is that the figure 
will fall.” 

He said the changes did not alter the fact 
that violent crime in the county was falling. 
Kent showed a nine per cent reduction in total 
violent crime. 



Get the issue of bringing wildlife into your garden boxed off 


PAT CRAWFORD provides wildlife garden¬ 
ing advice from Hadlow College in her 
exclusive column for Yourmaidstone. 

CLIMATE change and the unstable 
weather associated with it confuses 
nature just as it does us. 

The latest predictions from the 
Hadley Centre, which advises on cli¬ 
mate change, indicate that we shall 
have increased rainfall during the win¬ 
ter and a decrease in summer months. 

Expectations are that we shall 
experience periods of ‘torrential’ rain 


which will, of course, increase risk of 
flash flooding. 

Now is a good time to erect nesting 
boxes for birds. It’s worth undertak¬ 
ing careful research about the types 
of boxes available - the RSPB web¬ 
site provides some particularly valu¬ 
able advice. 

Various species-specific designs are 
available and it’s obviously best to 
provide boxes for birds that visit the 
garden regularly. 

Avoid locating boxes in exposed sit¬ 


uations - and especially those that 
could be reached by marauding cats! 

Feeding the birds is particularly 
important at this time of the year 
because natural resources are often 
severely reduced. It is a good idea to 
provide feedstuff's that will appeal to 
the species for which the nesting 
boxes are being erected. 

Food and shelter in a single garden 
situation should bear results - but 
avoid designs that incorporate nest¬ 
ing box and feeding platform in a sin¬ 


gle unit - they tend to be unpopular 
with most feathered species. 

Remember to stop feeding peanuts 
before eggs hatch because they are 
likely to choke young birds - and go 
on providing clean water. 

Encouraging wildlife into the gar¬ 
den is the best pest control of all. No 
chemicals or other ‘nasties’ - and in a 
short time nature will have created a 
balance that really works.

Why we should wrap TV star 
Brian Cant up in cotton wool 


FIRST Oliver Postgate and now 
Tony Hart. For those 30-some- 
things weaned on a diet of BBC 
children’s TV of the Seventies and 
early Eighties, these are dark 
times indeed. 

There is perhaps nothing more likely to 
bring home to you that youth has truly passed 
you by and you’re entering an older genera¬ 
tion, than when entertainers from your child¬ 
hood start shuffling off this mortal coil. 

It was bad enough when, quite recently, I 
learned the chap who played Timothy Claypole 
in Rentaghost had died years earlier. Timothy 
Claypole? Dead? What is the world coming to? 

But while Oliver Postgate’s creations such as 
Bagpuss and Ivor the Engine will live on, Tony 
Hart’s death was particularly sad. 

Postgate was always a man whose fame grew 
by his name appearing in the credits of so 


many programmes. His face was anonymous. 

But for many years, Hart was the embodi¬ 
ment of children’s telly. He would occupy a slot 
prior to Grange Hill or Blue Peter and dazzle 
us with his gentle artistic talents. 

A huge city skyline at night was always a 
speciality - created on a huge black canvas on 
the floor; it only becoming apparent what he 
was creating as a camera staring down from 
the ceiling brought it to life. 

But he was more than that. He was a kindly 
old uncle; a figure with authority and a sense of 
fim but with none of the overt ‘silliness’ which 
pervades the schedules for youngsters today. 

I can remember quite clearly joining an art 
club at infant school as they promised to send 
work off to the BBC to try and appear in Hart’s 
The Gallery. The Gallery was perhaps the ear¬ 
liest form of reality TV. As muzak played in the 
background the camera simply panned ‘art’ 
submitted by school children up and down the 
land. I once met someone who had indeed been 
fortunate enough to have their work displayed 


during this section of the show and I was left in awe. 

But Hart did not work alone ploughing a 
lonely furrow as a key component of children’s 
television. Oh no, he had help. There was 
Morph. A little brown plasticine figure who 
lived in Hart’s art box - the grandfather to 
Wallace and Gromit and a creation of future 
Oscar-winner Nick Park. I assume he, Morph 
that is, still lives on and is currently in mourn¬ 
ing for Hart. Cripes, if he still lives in that box 
I hope someone knows and can let him out for 
a stretch of his legs, otherwise we could face 
another tragedy. 

In the meantime we must treasure those 
that remain. Mrs McCluskey from Grange Hill 
take good care of yourself. Brian Cant, keep 
safe and warm. Johnny Ball - think of a big 
number and live the equivalent in years.

PEOPLE don’t tend to recognise 
the name Michael Sheen until you 
mention Tony Blair. 

Better known for his uncannily life-like 
impersonation of the former Prime Minister in 
the 2006 film The Queen, than for his roles in 
Blood Diamond and Laws Of Attraction, the 
boyish 39-year-old actor is still trying to break 
free from Downing Street. 

He’s managed an escape of sorts in new film 
Frost/Nixon, where he plays another British 
institution, Sir David Frost. 

The film began as a play by Peter Morgan 
and has already been a hit with stage critics, 
but will British film audiences admire his por¬ 
trayal of the much-loved television journalist 
as much as they adored his Tony Blair? 

In Frost/Nixon, David Frost is presented as 
a failing 70s TV personality, desperate to 
boost his flagging career. In a bid to make 
his name, he buys the first-ever television 
interview with disgraced ex-president 
Richard Nixon after the Watergate scandal. 

Hoping to force an admission of guilt from 
Nixon and make broadcasting history, Frost 
takes on the ferocious former president who 
has other ideas. 

Michael says the reaction to the play on 
London, Broadway and finally on screen, has 
been extraordinary. 

“I talked with people who’ve seen the play, 
and the movie, and they say they get to a cer¬ 
tain point and realise they haven’t breathed 
for a minute. Any story that makes anybody 
that engaged, well it’s a good sign.” 

The Welsh actor’s knack for disappearing 
under the skins of famous men (he played 
Oscar’s lover in Wilde and Kenneth Williams 
in Fantabulosa) assured him a safe acting 
passage to Hollywood.

But despite recent roles in Blood Diamond, 
alongside Leonardo DiCaprio, and Laws of 
Attraction, starring Pierce Brosnan and 
Julianne Moore, Michael still hasn’t managed 
to eclipse the fame of his ‘real life’ characters. 
Frost/Nixon may change that. 

Watching his attempts to catch out the former 
president (Frank Langella), is utterly compelling. 
Critics say his performance as the egotistical 
Frost could win him an Oscar. 

“I felt like every time we did the performance, 
and then the film, whenever we were together 
there was always something real going on. It 
was never a repeat of what had been done 
before,” he says. 

The son of a part-time Jack Nicholson looka- 
like, Sheen says the hardest part of moving 
the play from stage to film was keeping it real. 

“The challenge was to play someone who 
has, on the surface, a superficiality and light¬ 


weightness, but to try and get across how 
much things are unravelling underneath.” 

Luckily, the well-respected TV presenter has 
been gracious about the play, and the film. But 
Michael says that playing a person who is still 
alive can be complicated. 

“I avoided meeting Sir David until after we 
opened on stage because it’s a warts and all por¬ 
trayal, and he’s such an engaging, nice man.” 

Under strict orders to stay away from the 
notable television personality, Michael admits 
he accidentally bumped into him midway 
through rehearsals. 

“I’d been sworn off seeing him by writer, 
Peter Morgan, and then I saw him walking 
down the street one day. I have to admit I was 
his stalker and followed him. I watched how 
he walked and all that sort of stuff, and took 
pictures of him on my mobile phone. To this 
day he’s not even aware of that!”

Amid the gloom comes 
light for eager buyers 


IT will hardly come as a show to 
discover the general view among 
those in the property market is 
that 2009 is not shaping up to be a 
good year. 

But there is still some encouraging news 
around for those who want to move house. 

First the bad news. Prices are still falling — 
after a 15.9 per cent drop in 2008, according to 
the Nationwide — and some sellers are 
accepting offers of 20 per cent less than their 
asking prices while interest rates have been 
dropped to an all-time low in an effort to get 
things moving again. 

But analysts have some good news - if you’re 
not caught in negative equity - and can put

down a decent deposit - now could be an 
extremely good time to buy, they claim. 

This is because so many homes are selling at 
a discount and others are coming on to the 
market cheaply as they have been repos¬ 
sessed. 

Other figures show that some mort¬ 
gage deals are being offered which are actual¬ 
ly cheaper than renting in an effort by 
lenders to boost the market and get it moving 
again. 

Figures released last week by the Royal 
Institution of Chartered Surveyors showed 
that although the number of properties sold 
hit a record low at the end of last year, the 


number of enquiries rose at the fastest pace 
since August 2006. 

Research by estate agent Savills shows by 
the third quarter of 2007, when property val¬ 
ues peaked, buying was 44 per cent more 
expensive than renting. 

With the subsequent fall in prices, however, 
the gap is closing or not there at all. 

“It’s a cracking time to be buying,” says 
James Greenwood, managing director of the 
property-search agency Stacks. “There’s hard¬ 
ly any competition out there at the moment, so 
you’ve got the field to yourself. Prices have 
been discounted, there are distressed sellers 
who have to sell and there are some real bar¬ 
gains to be had, anything between 30 per cent 
and 35 per cent off peak value. We haven’t 
seen anything like this for years.”

New Insignia stands for 
a big change in attitude 


VAUXHALL’S all-new Insignia 
marks a fresh start as well as 
new name in the family/company 
car sector. 

This arena once dominated UK car sales, but 
now holds just a tenth of volume in the face of 
rivalry from 4x4s, MPVs and upmarket 
German kit. 

Vauxhall’s own seven-seat Zafira midi-MPV 
will have inflicted hefty damage and you sense 
the marque’s parent General Motors has 
taken note. 

So the Insignia drops any pretence at chas¬ 
ing the staid and practical MPV vote and con¬ 
centrates on 'comfort and style’, attacking 
German prestige marques while still offering 
a hatchback option for diehard ‘rep’s car’ fans. 

Even the estate version looks sporty and 
classy against the final hearse-like wagon 
spin-off from the Vectra - the Insignia’s 
increasingly unloved predecessor. 

The Insignia also needed to attack the 
Vectra’s old foe, the Ford Mondeo, which had a

fleet customers. The Insignia places it under 
pressure on all counts and prices start from a 
modest £15,935 - some £500 less than the 
final Vectra line-up. Styling is enhanced by 
two neat touches: blacked out door pillars 
lower a roofline that already makes the 
Vauxhall look like a four-door coupe, while the 
‘blade’ detail abaft the front wheel is a master 
touch suggesting power and muscle. 

If the car’s sharp suit worries 
BMW/Merc/Audi then the lining offers little 
relief even if let down by the budget feel of con¬ 
trols for the driver’s seat and other minutiae. 

But remember the Insignia is still selling for 
Vectra prices. Even the sporty ‘rep’s favourite’ 
SRi model we tested, with its aluminium ped¬ 
als, climate control, comfy sports seats - 
including extendable seat base - quality 
sound system and smart alloys, starts at just 
over £18,000. 

Diesel sales should dominate, of course, but 
our car’s all-new 220PS (218bhp) 2.0-litre Turbo 
petrol engine impressed and could become the 
cult engine to complement the Insignia’s taut 
yet supple chassis, for the Vectra’s replace¬ 
ment looks and feels more like a driver’s than 
a ‘rep’s car’. Do not dismiss without a road test.

THERE may not be any strong 
green shoots of recovery showing 
in Kent just yet, but there are some 
warm breezes blowing through the 
chilly economic climate. 

Businesses across the county are reporting 
that while the credit crunch has taken a bite 
out of their business, they are - so far at least 
- weathering the storms better than else¬ 
where in the UK. 

And much of the reason for the region’s 
resilience is being put down to an increasing 
export market and a confidence both in the 
current trading environment and in what the 
future holds. 

The Maidstone Economic Development 
Group of Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce 
(KICC) found members were showing greater 
confidence under current conditions than the 
south east in general, and nationally. 

John Taylor, chairman of the MED Group, 
said: “While these are challenging times, we 
are heartened by this positive attitude among 
our members. Clearly things are not as gloomy 
in Kent as the national picture would sug¬ 
gest.” 

David Foley, policy director of the Channel 
Chamber of Commerce which represents 
much of the east Kent coast, agreed there were 
relatively bright areas amid the bleakness. 

He said exporters especially were in a good 
position to fend off the crunch with the weak 
pound. 

“The potential for manufacturers in this 
area is considerable,” he said. 

Also firms which had a sound ecological base 
were doing relatively well because of a change 
in consumer sentiment, with people wanting 
more environment-friendly goods. 

Mr Foley reckoned the three basic principles 
of good business were price, good quality and 


service - with service being the clincher in 
rough trading times. 

Peter Hobbs, chief executive of the Channel 
Chamber, added: “We are seeing lots of small 
organisations, particularly in the service sec¬ 
tor, struggling as their sales begin to tighten. 

“As a result they are urgently reviewing 
their costs and who they buy from, in other 
words their procurement. 

“There are, of course, plenty of opportunities 
here for local businesses, for example, some 
local book keepers and accountants are report¬ 
ing an uplift in clients.” 

KICC members in the service sector - rather 
than manufacturing - are upbeat. 

During the three months to December, these 
members reported a “less dire decline” in both 
home and export sales than the rest of the 
south east. 


Elsewhere, while order books are dipping 
and cash-flow worsened, KICC members 
appear to be performing better than elsewhere 
in the nation. 

Interestingly, their levels of business confi¬ 
dence were higher, which is an important fac¬ 
tor in getting the economy back on track. 

An equal proportion expected sales to rise in 
2009 as to fall, and although more expected 
profits to fall than to rise, this gloom was much 
less widespread than the rest of the south 
east, despite the fact that more KICC mem¬ 
bers were carrying spare capacity. 

The higher confidence is reflected in pre- 
December employment which held steady, 
unlike the rest of the south east and the UK, 
and while there were more firms expecting to 
cut staff than those aiming to hire more, there 
was less pessimism.

Supporters step up 
fundraising plans to 
help struggling United 

AFTER announcing the club needs to raise 
£740,000 to build the proposed new stadi¬ 
um at James Whatman Way, Maidstone 
United have been delighted by the response 
from supporters. 

At an open meeting earlier this month, 
chairman Paul Bowden-Brown revealed to 
supporters he needs help to build the new 
stadium to end Maidstone United’s 21-year 
absence from the town. 

Since the meeting a fundraising commit¬ 
tee has been set up and they held their first 
meeting last week. More than 30 fundrais¬ 
ers have been assembled into groups to 
cover the town and will be leading fundrais¬ 
ing initiatives starting from February 1. 

The club are hoping to run a whole range 
of different events to help raise the funds 
needed, including sponsored walks and quiz 
nights. 

Committee member and communication 
manager Ian Tucker revealed he has been 
inundated with ideas and is delighted by the 
response from the supporters. He said: ‘We 
have been pleased by the turn out of people 
who are willing to help this club return home. 
When we held the meeting asking people to 
help we were worried that people who said 
they would help would not turn up but that 
has not been the case. 

“Half the problem is getting the word out 
there that there is a club to support and we 
want to return back to Maidstone. 
Hopefully by the launch of some of the ini¬ 
tiatives and the formation of the fundrais¬ 
ing committee, the awareness of the club 
will be raised in the town.” 

The club has already raised £4,500 from a 
sponsored walk by 34 supporters from the 
proposed new stadium site to Tonbridge 
Angels’ Longmead Stadium.
